A BY-LAW OF THE VILLAGE OF MUX) TO

IT’S TREE TIME 


While most everyone is busy 
with their grain harvest, it is also 
time to be thinking of your tree 
requirements for planting in 1965. 

The list of available trees can be 
obtained from any D.A. office. The 
reason for additional concern to 
order early this year lies in the 
fact that the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment’s tree nursery’s propagation 
of Rooted Poplar and Willow has 
been almost a total failure. A 
number of other used trees In farm 
shelterbelts are also in short 
supply. 

Therefore, those wishing trees 
for farmstead shelterbelts, roadside 
plantings and field shelterbelts 
should get their order in early. 

In addition to the trees used in 
shelterbelts for wind protection, 
fruit bundles containing a total of 
70 trees are available. Those con¬ 
templating a farm orchard should 
have a well established shelterbelt 
to provide protection for fruit 
trees. 

All land to be planted to trees 
should be fallowed at least one 
year prior to planting. In this area 
where droughts occur, enough 
room should be provided to allow 
normal field cultivation to pass 
through between the rows. Rows 
16 to 20 feet apart may seem ex¬ 
ceptionally wide at time of plant¬ 
ing, but in 6 to 10 years this situa¬ 
tion changes to the point where 
one begins to use smaller equip¬ 
ment to destroy weeds between the 
tree rows.

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Odd Admission 

In the course of his recent Scandinavian tour 
Premier Khrushchev entered a defense of the Soviet’s 
agricultural record. The fact that Russia has to im¬ 
port wheat, he insisted, is mostly a matter of bad 
luck with the weather. He went on, however, to the 
rather odd admission that Soviet farm production is 
low because of insufficient capital investment in 
agriculture. He is quite right, but that is an odd ad¬ 
mission for a man who preaches that the planned 
economy is much more efficient than the free mar¬ 
ket economy in its management of capital resources. 

In comparison with Russia, agriculture in Can¬ 
ada employs relatively much less labor but much 
more capital and achieves a far greater farm output. 
In the Soviet Union there are 36,700,000 persons em¬ 
ployed on farms, compared to 650,000 here. This 
country has 62 millions acres of sown cropland, as 
against 539 million acres in the Soviet. On the aver¬ 
age, then, one farm worker here tends 95 acres of 
sown cropland, compared to 15 acres there. 

We have in use on farms 550,000 tractors, 
302,000 motor trucks and 156,000 grain combines. 
The Soviet, with nearly nine times as much land 
sown to crops, has only three times as many tractors, 
trucks and combines in use. There are no comparable 
figures, but in Canada capital investment averages 
$27,000 per farm, an increase of $12,000 from ten 
years ago; the size of the average farm is 359 acres, 
an increase of 70 acres in the decade. 

Output is much higher in Canada for every kind 
of farm commodity. For wheat the yield per acre is 
25 bushels here, 12 bushels there. For oats the com¬ 
parison is 47 bushels to 23; rye, 19 bushels to 12; 
barley 31 bushels to 20; flaxseed, 11 bushels to 4; 
potatoes, 158 hundredweight to 64; sugarbeets, 13 
tons to 7; tobacco, 1,500 pounds to 882. Our agri¬ 
cultural industry provides surpluses for export, and 
could easily produce a great deal more, while the 
Soviet’s is under great strain to try to meet that 
country’s basic food requirements. 

Socialists around the world will argue that the 
Soviet’s failure is in the practice, not in the theory, 
and that better planners would long since have cured 
Russia's farm ills. That is nonsense; farmers putting 
their own skills and their own money on the line to 
make personal gain will out-think, out-work and out¬ 
produce any group of farmers for whom a bureau¬ 
cracy controls the capital and does the thinking. And 
that applies not only in the agricultural industry.

Three 
were nice Home Ec. and Shop 
rooms at Arrowwood, and the 
county gave the people the un¬ 
derstanding that they were going 
■to take the pupils to Vulcan for 
this year till the addition was 
built,- the home ec. and shop are 
gone permanently, they will not 
be back. 

The Indian Department consent¬ 
ed to van their children to Vulcan 
for home ec. and shop, why not 
van some to Mossleigh, only eight 
miles further than Arrowwood 
and fill the rooms there. The white 


children are vanned a lot further 
to Vulcan (approximately 80 
miles round trip for some). In the 
contract with the Indian Depart¬ 
ment the school at Arrowwood 
never has to accept more then ap¬ 
proximately 30% to 35% of their 
enrollment with Indian pupils. If 
your white population drops the 
Indian students enrollment has to 
drop. What is stopping the Indian 
Department from deciding not to 
send their children to Arrowwood 
and there will be another school 
vacant. If they are so set on this 
addition they better ask for a 20 
or 25 year contract with the In¬ 
dian Department. 

Last week in the Advocate a 
very nice picture was painted of 
the Grade 12 results and this 

wwfc —t h e I M —will—be_one_for the 

Grade 9's likely. Why not in the 
same report show how many are 
repeating the grade? How many 
have to rewrite in the supple¬ 
ments? How many dropped out 
during the year? How many C's 
and D’s were received, still called 
a pass by the government, but 
what a pass — limited in every¬ 
thing they can do! 

Come on taxpayers, get to some 
of the county meetings, they have 
to listen to you there, it is more 
effective than the annual meeting. 
Especitfly parents with younger 
children, what are you going to 
have for your child in 10 to 12 
years. The Provincial Government 
gives a grant for vanning children 
but do not give a grant for 
teachers' salaries so it is so much 
easier to van them.
